THE TORY PARTY has been secretly funded for 
years by an array of foreign interests, including a 
Hong Kong businessman, who wanted his father let 
off drugs charges, and a network of mosques.

The 
purpose was said by businessmen 
involved to be to persuade the Tories 
to improve ties with Muslims. 

One Javed Mohammed, who heads 
the Muslim League in Britain, and is 
also a Tory party member, urged 
Muslims to vote Tory, saying that 
the party shared Muslim values. 

The mystery of why both Major, 
and Heseltine, were feted by Muslims

campaign, is revealed. What exactly

allowed a Brazilian homosexual 
leave to remain in Britain on the 
grounds that he is the 'partner' 
of a man who is a ‘gay rights' 
campaigner. Howard exercised 
his personal discretion in 


permitting Ander Da Silva, 26, | 


(pictured) to stay in Britain, 
despite his having no case 
whatsover to do so. 

Incredibly, the permit was 
allowed despite Da Silva's 
‘husband’ Mark Watson, 30, (also 
pictured) having served a six month 
prison sentence for forging papers 
to keep Da Silva in the UK. The 
latter was expelled as an illegal 
alien to South America. 

Watson is a former illegal 
immigration officer, who falsely 
stamped Da Silva's passport, and 
made up a false file to conceal the 
deception. He later pleaded guilty 
to forgery. 

Watson then arranged a legal 
trick by which Da Silva re-entered 
Britain via Ireland. The man was 
labelled an ‘undesirable’, but after 
an appeal the then Home Secretary 
came to his incredible decision on 
supposedly ‘compassionate 
grounds’. 


‘Technically, Da Silva can only 
remain for a year at present, but the 
notoriously prolonged appeals 
process means that he is effectively 
here. to stay. 

Labour's new Home Secretary, 


Jack Straw, like his predecessor 


Howard, has said that homosexual

applying to enter the United

MUSLIM mourners have been 
‘banning whites from visiting a 
cemetery in Blackburn, leading ~ 
to angry protests. 

Whites attempting to visit the 
graves of their loved ones, in the 
city's Pleasington cemetery, 
have found their way blocked 
by self-appointed Muslim 
'stewards', and paths blocked 
by. the cars of thousands of 
Asians. 

Angry residents say that 
Blackburn Council, which runs 
the cemetery, has ignored the 
outrageous behaviour for years. 
The council has finally agreed 
to seek a meeting with Asian 
‘community leaders’. 

One widower, John Flannery, 
when trying to visit his wife's 
grave, had his way blocked by 
Asians who refused to move 
aside. Dozens of residents have 
complained to the council. 

@A white vicar, Rev. Richard 
Bashford, who is also a coun- 
cillor, urged Asians to "team 

up" and prevent a white man 

being selected as candidate in 
the new Birmingham Spark- 
brook constituency. 

Bashford told a local paper: "I 
am personally distressed at the 
prospect of a white man being 
selected, when it is right that the 
candidate should be black or 
Moslem. I urge you to pledge 
that Sparkbrook returns a black 
Moslem MP".

TV’s Cook Report 
Fails In Criminal 
Entrapment Of BNP | 


THE LENGTHS to which the evil apparatus designed to destroy the 
British people are prepared to go were revealed in a failed attempt, by 
the Carlton TV Cook Report, to criminally entrap BNP members.. 
An approach was made last year to leading BNP member Nick. 
Griffin, by two men who claimed to be representing the Front National.. 
It was suggested that stronger links were needed between nationalist 


groups in European countries - a plausible story. 


One of the men said he was a former French Foreign Legionnaire. 
Mr. Griffin met the men several times. They told a coherent story, and 
initially suggested nothing illegal or improper, although Mr. Griffin 


was properly suspicious. 


After several meetings, it was suggested that BNP members should 
become involved in paramilitary training, and form a security force, 
with talk of £100,000 in funding - such groups are illegal in Britain. 
Enquiries then revealed that the men were from the Cook Report. 


"EURONATS' 


Jean-Marie Le Pen called recently 
for linking of 'Euronats', so Nick 
Griffin and the BNP had felt it 
worthwhile to- explore the 
approaches, if only to discover who 
was behind them. 

The two men made various 
mistakes during Mr. Griffin's 
meetings with them , which alerted 
the BNP to the likelyhood either ofa 
media scam, or of something more 
sinister. 

Among the discrepancies,the 
‘Foreign Legionnaire' did not speak 


good French, and made a wild error 
concerning casualties at Dien Bien 
Phu. A photo was produced, which 
experts said was a fake. 

Once it became clear that 
something was wrong, it was decided 
to play along with the two men, until 
they could be unmasked, but without 
breaking the law. When an invitation 
was made to meet a senior FN man 
in Toulon, enquiries showed that the 
flight booking had been made by 
Carlton TV - and the j journey was 
not made. 

An electrical device was found in 
Mr. Griffin's home, after the two 


men had visited him. He contacted 
local police immediately,who 
confirmed that it could be used in 
connection with bomb making. 

Once challenged, one of the men 
in effect admitted that he had been 
hired for the entrapment attempt. 

Subsequently, the Cook Report 
has written persistently to Mr. Griffin 
demanding an interview. 

In view of the improper activities 
of this seedy bottom rung of the 
British establishment towards him, 
Mr. Griffin has refused to have any 
contact with Cook or his grubby 
programme.

The corpulent Cook had clearly 
hoped to have a media field day, 
with BNP members training illegally 
in woods, under secret TV 
surveillance. No doubt Cook would 
have appeared from behind a tree, 
microphone in hand.

. For the first time since its formation 


in 1982, the BNP stood more than 50 
candidates in the general election, 
who were each backed by, at the 
minimum, an election address 
delivered to every home. 2.2 million 
items of propaganda were put out, 
indicating a readership of at least 4 
million, given more than one person 


-.per home! 


In 1983, the party stood 54 
candidates, but most of the seats 
were fought without election 
addresses, since the BNP had not yet 


-accumulated the resources for a full 


campaign. A record number of seats 
were fought this time, with 56 


' candidates standing in constituencies 
. the length and breadth of the land. 


The election broadcast went out 
on all TV channels, except the 


notorious porn and filth-mongering 
Channel 4, plus on BBC radio 2, 
-4,.Talk Radio, Virgin, and Classic. 


The broadcast was certainly by far 


the best put out by the small parties, 
and undoubtedly had a major impact 
in making the BNP even more of a 
household name than it already was. 

The most important point made 
was about our policy of providing 
resettlement grants for immigrants. 
It is a fact of life that attitudes change 
when money is on offer! 

Many of the seats fought had had 
little or no party work carried out in 
them before the election. The future 
vote potential must therefore be 
gauged from those seats where the 
BNP had previously been active, 
and where the best results were 
obtained. The overall average vote 
is not particularly meaningful. 

In East London, party chairman 


John Tyndall won 7.26% of the vote | 


in Poplar, and Dave King won the 


best vote of the campaign with 7.5% 


in Bethnal Green. 
A really excellent result was 
obtained by Frances Taylor in 


Dewsbury, who saved her deposit 
with 5.18%. This result was perhaps 
the most significant of the campaign, _ 
since there has been a widespread 
feeling for years within the BNP that. 
it was far easier to obtain support in 
the south, and particularly in London. 
Frances's result should help to change 
this perception. | 
KeithFrancis's 3.56% in West Ham 
deserves too a special mention. — 
Given persistent grassroots work, 
there is no reason why the BNP 
should not pick up votes of over 
10% in parliamentary elections 
throughout the country in future. 
Voters in this general election 
clearly had one aim in mind - to 
remove the Tories. Tactical voting 
for the other two major parties was 
the way achieve this, with the smaller 
parties squeezed, and this is what in 
fact occurred.
